Not just another tree 


Residents fight removal of black walnut 


The towering black walnut tree in front of 
the house at 201 West Franklin St. in 
Edwardsville is not just another tree : 

Helen Miller, 83, still lives at that address, 
as she has for all but three years since she 
was born there. The tree, and the hedge 
around the house, were planted by Miller’s 
parents, Nathan and Hattie Forshaw, soon 
after they built the house in 1909. 

But now the tree is in the way of the city 
and state’s plans to relocate Illinois Route 
59. The new road may require the widening 
of West Franklin as a connector street, which 
would wipe out the old tree 

Miller is one of many residents in the 
Leclaire neighborhood fighting plans for the 
connector route. 

“My father came over from England to 
work as a machinist at the N.O. Nelson,” 
Said Miller, sitting on a porch swing in front 
of the house. 


“My mother’s father also worked there, and 


he was not happy about my mother marrying 
an immigrant.” 

When Hattie was 23 and Nathan was 27, 
Hattie acquired a marriage license at the 
Madison County Clerk’s Office, where she

Of the public aid students who attended Venice-Lincoln Tech- 
‘al Center in 1996-97, 95 percent were able to attain jobs and 

crease their wages enough to have their assistance reduced or 
canceled altogether, according to the Illinois Board of Educa-

‘The success of the students resulted in an estimated savings of 

794,388 in federal and state dollars, said Public Assistant Coor- 
tor Lucille DeLay of the technical center. 
“Public aid is pushing for everyone to get employed now,”

help the students find employment in a hurry. Ninety-five per- 
cent of those students got a job right away.” 

The school received about $800,000 in federal and state grants 
to edueate the students, Delay said.

Luckily this young man lived 
well over a century ago 
because were he around today, 
there’d be one less jack-tar 
climbing the rigging. Instead, 
he’d be in a military 
courtroom facing one or 
another sexual misconduct 
charges and the serving maid, 
chief witness for the 
prosecution. 

What began as military 
inquiries into serious 
accusations of rape, sexual 
harassment and abuse of 
power at Aberdeen, Md., has 
escalated into a virtual witch 
hunt to uncover the sex lives 
of any man or woman wearing 
the uniform, as long as it was 
outside the bonds of marriage, 
and regardless of whether or 
not it was consensual or how 
long ago it occurred.

Outdated track keeps Warriors running behind 


Granite City High School 
needs an all-weather track and 
field complex. 

At least that’s my assess- 
ment as the new kid on the 
block. 

I’ve learned in my six 
months with the Press-Record 
that Granite City treats its 
sports teams right. Far better 
than most schools I’ve dealt 
with over the years. And, as a 
result, I am confident that the 
track team will ultimately also 
be treated right. 

But it cannot happen too 


soon. 

GCHS is the largest school in 
the state outside of metropoli- 
tan Chicago. But, in all hones- 
ty, it has one of the worst 





track and field facilities in all 
of Illinois. The track, for 
example, can hardly be used 
for practice and certainly can- 
not be used for a meet. As a 
result, the Warriors have no 
home meets. 

‘That’s not right for the War- 
riors. 

‘That’s not right for parents 


and fans. 

That’s not right for a com- 
munity the caliber of Granite 
City. 

Gene Briggs has done a 
more than credible job build- 
ing a successful track program 
at GCHS. But as talented as 
Briggs is as a coach, and as 
committed as he is to crafting 
a competitive track program 
in one of the strongest track 
conferences in the state, he 
cannot do the job by himself. 

Without an adequate facility, 
he is operating under a tre- 
mendous handicap that will 
ultimately cost his teams the 
Jevel of success they could oth- 
erwise reach. 

I think most fans understand 


that East St. Louis Lincoln, for 
example, cannot be competi- 
tive in high school soccer with 
no soccer facilities in the city. 
But, it is equally true that 
Granite City cannot be as com- 
petitive as it should be, or as 
competitive as it can be, while 
continuing to deal with far less 
than adequate facilities. 

I know there is talk, some of 
it very serious talk, about a 
new all-weather facility. But 
the sooner it can move beyond 
talk to concrete action, the bet- 
ter it will be. 

‘Though new on the job, I’ve 
seen the wrestling, basketball, 
baseball, tennis, track and soc- 
cer programs at GCHS. They
